“The present position and future 
status of British residents fn 
China is exercising ‘the minds of 
the -present British Government 
more thin people : imagine.. The 
question of  éxtraterritoriality, 
which has been a matter. for the 
‘greatest concern of all foreign 
Governments whose citizens anjoy 
such privileges in China, is being 
wiven. the utmost consideration by 
the British Government and it is 
primarily for ‘the purpose iof. gain- 
ing additional information on this 
most vexed question, that I have 
taken this opportunity of visiting 
China,” said Mr, Malcolm," Mac- 
‘only. son of the 
British Primv Minister, Mr. Ram- 
say MacDonald. 

Mr. Malcolm MacDonald reached 
Shanghai yesterday from Nanking 
where he spent two days meeting 
various officials. of the National 
Government and taking a hurried 
look through the capital. .He. will 
remain .in Shanghai only. until 
Tuesday when he sails for England, 
Prior to ‘visiting Nanking, | Mr. 
MacDonald spent two days in Pe- 
king where he wag the guest of the 
British Minister to China, Sir Miles 
Tampson. . i 


Seeking Information. a 


In this short stay in China, how- 
ever, Mr. MacDonald hopes to: ob- 
tain’ much useful Information on 
the very involved and vexed ques- 
tion of extrality so that upon his 
return to Great Britgin he may be, 
better able’ to discuss the matter 
with other members ofthe Housc 
of Commons.’ 

In conversation with a représen- 
tative of. the Shanghai Times last 
evening, Mr. MacDonald admitted 
that his stay in. this country 
would not give:him the necessary 
time to hecome fully. acquainted 
with conditions, superficially or 
otherwise, especiiuy in connexion 
with many of the outstanding pro- 
blems affecting foreigners. 

He stated, however, that he had 
been-keenly, interested in China fdr 
some considerable time and many 
of ‘the problems of the Chinese and 
their ‘relations ‘with ‘foreigners 
were not wholly unknown to him.’ 


: Negotiations Start Soon. 


“Nejotiations between the Bri- 
tish and Chinese .Governments on 
the question of extraterritoriality 
will be commenced before the end 
of this year—~at least I hope so,’
